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GRADE SCHOOL ELECTION 
WILL DRAW LARGE VOTE 
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A total of $29,365.23 was rcqiiircil to 
meet the expenses of conducting flic 
business of Antioch town-hip for the 
fiscal year just closed, according to the 
statement of Supervisor II. 1 ; . Naber, 
which appears in this edition of the 
News. 

Income from taxes and other sources 
during the year is listed at ?2.S.l 75.72 
which with the starting balances of 
$3,906.00 at the beginning of the year, 
totalled $33,081.72 available to the 
township. While the year's expenses 
ran $1,189.51 ahead of the current in- 
conic, $3,716.49 was indicated as a total 
of the balances remaining in the four 
major fund.- at the close of the year. 

The lower balance at the close of 
the year is accounted for in part 
through the fact that the Black Top 
Road Fund, a new fund, started the 
year with nothing on hand. This 
fund, however, showed a closing bal- 
ance of $88.00, with expenditures for 
new construction and improvements 
listed at $6,891.38 and receipts from 
taxes totalling $6,979.38. 

The road and bridge fund lists ex- 
penses at $8,193.63 as against receipts 
of $7,693.85. leaving it balance in that 
department of $1,501.00 by reason 61 
the opening balance of $2,000.78 at the 

beginning of the year. 

By far the largest town fund is the 
poor fund which list- receipts of $10,- 
283.49 and expenses $10,187.59. The 
Town Fund from which expenses <^ 
administration are -paid, received , $3,219 
from taxes during the year which be- 
gan with a balance of $1,062.16. making 
a total of $5,181.16. Expenses are list- 
ed at $4,092.63. 

$3,000 Grocery Bill 
Itemization of expenditures from the 
poor fund reveal that the largest 
amount spent for dependents was for 
groceries, with this one item alone 
totalling $3,081.11. 

Next in size was the county hospital 
bill, $2,292.00. The Lake county home 
was paid $1,353.40 for the care of de- 
pendents: and an additional $410.80 
was paid to St. Therese hospital for 
care of patients. Victory Memorial 
hospital received no cases from this 
town-hip during the year. X-ray 
plate- of dependent patients cost $161. 
most of which was paid to Diagnostic 
Laboratory of Waukegan. Individuals 
of the township were paid $458.00 for 
board and care of dependents, ambul- 
ance service and nursing.

(An Editorial— Requested by an Antioch Pastor.) 
When the depression started, Chicago had 250 banks 
and 1,600 churches: today it has 50 banks and 1,600 
churches. A few congregations folded up, but as many new 
ones started. 

Strange, isn't it? Banks, with Gibraltar strength, 
collapsed like cornstalks before the blasts of a hot Sum- 
mer wind, while churches, poor and often on the brink of 
bankruptcy, came through broke but triumphant. 

This explains it: Institutions built for profit find 
their foundations swept away when profit disappears. 
But the Church, founded on sacrifice, finds its base to be 
of imperishable granite when the storm of adversity 
strikes. Truly, as was said centuries ago, "the blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the Church/' Sacrifice is the 
heart of the Church, the same as it is of human prog- 
ress... Every step upward has been marked by the suf- 
fering, the devotion, the toil without thought of reward 
by someone thinking of others. 

The great Founder of the Church said. "I am among 
you as he that serveth." Likewise is the Church. 
Whether we are members or not. whether we attend 
its worship or not. we know it is among us to help us 
in need, to strengthen us in adversity, to comfort us in 
sorrow, to encourage us for the struggle ahead... Few 
there are. however careless they may be, who do not 
believe essentially what the Church stands for or who 
would care to live outside its range. 

Yet do we really appreciate it? A few do. They 
are "the faithful"— the 10 per cent who carry 90 per cent 
of the load. The rest of us take it for granted. Oh. 
yes, we approve of the Church, we believe in God and 
try to do right. But is that enough? Isn't there some- 
thing more we can do? 

Here's a suggestion: Good Friday in most Christian 
countries is a holy day. We. in America, commercialize 
jt. It is a day of sacrifice, commemorating the great- 
est sacrifice of history — Christ's death on the Cross. 



What would be more fitting than for us to GIVE OUR 
GOOD FRIDAY INCOME TO THE CHURCH? 
If the 60,000,000 church members did that, it would mean 
SlOO.OCO.OCO for the Kingdom of God. In Chicago it 
would mean S3.0CO.0CO. One day's pay as a token of grat- 
itude over and above other gifts, to the Church that has 
given us America, our democracy, our faith and our free- 
dom — that's fair enough, isn't it? 

It would increase the yearly income of the average 
church 25 per cent: would help pay debts, improve prop- 
erty, widen the margin for community service, relieve 
the worries of trustees concerning deficits, add millions 
to missionary enterprises in desperate need. A new 
! epoch would be at hand if such a sacrificial offering be- 
came a tradition in the Christian Church. 

Let's give our Good Friday income to the Church. 
I will — will you?

Two Jobs 

Modern farming involves two distinctly separate 
and highly technical undertakings. First, to be success- 
ful, a farm must be productive in a competitive sense. 
That is, it must be able to produce enough salable goods 
not only to maintain a family, but to obtain and maintain 
thousands of dollars worth of equipment. An imposing 
percentage of farms today use the last word in scientific 
methods in order to secure productivity from every acre 
of soil. It costs money and requires knowledge to farm 
scientifically. 

Second, after crops are produced, a farm must mar- 
ket them profitably. This task is a highly technical sep- 
arate undertaking with which the ordinary farmer is un- 
able to cope if he gives the needed time to actual farm 
operation. For that reason, marketing cooperatives 
were formed. They represent farmers in all matters per- 
taining to marketing and distribution. They do the vital 
selling job while the farmer works at production. 

Pork Before Butter 

In spite of all talk about economy and retrenchment 
in normal governmental expenditures, it now looks as if 
they will be increased rather than diminished. Frank R. 
Kent says: "People cheerfully— even eagerly— will pay 
J heavy taxes to meet a great national need. But they will 
not pay them without protest — and should not — in the 
face of indefensible waste — nor to a government which in 
a crisis ignores its own recommendations for obvious 
economies."
